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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 
1 .The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2, 5-1 1, 13, 16-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With regards to the above claims, the^se o f the word chang e is confusin g bec ause it is 
not clear i n what context it is being use d. For exampl e on 8 o f the specification, changes are 
represent ed in equatioi(43 )y thedifferenc es between old and new values(claims 3, 14) . In 
equations 5, and 7 in pages 8 and 9 respectively the load level is calculated as a function of new 
or the most recent values . Hence the same word change is used to mean two different things, 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C §102

4. Claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fleming et al(WO

97/13334). 
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With regards to claims 24, 26 Fleming teaches a method/system for controlling call 
admissions in a communications network, comprising: 

calculating a load level as a function of a change in measured power(p. 9, lines 33-35, the 
measured power measured at any one time may or may not represent a change); and controlling 
said admission based on the calculated load level(allow or deny call attempt) 

With regards to claims 25, 27 Fleming teaches a method/system for controlling call 
admissions in a communications network, comprising: 

calculating a load level as a function of a change in the number of users(p. 7, lines 15-17, 
the number of calls measured at any one time may or may not represent a change); and 
controlling said admission based on the calculated load level(allow or deny call attempt).
